Sumpter Township officials said 
“Thanks, but no thanks’ to an 
$18,000 donation from City Sand and 
Landfill to chloride the Township’s 
roads. 

An executive of the company, 
which operates the controversial 
landfill on Willow and Elwell. tried 
to present the township with the 
check at the June 28 meeting but 
was rebuffed. 


At the meeting, the township also 
approved $14,400 to pay one-half the 
cost for chloriding the roads, 
though previously township offi- 
cials said they couldn’t afford to 
pay. The Wayne County Road Com- 
mission will pay the other half 
The attempted donation took a 
dramatic twist when Thomas Hand- 
yside, vice-president of City Sand,

Romulus residents and businesses may be paying less for their 
water and sewer city services if an amendment to the ordinance 
covering the subject is approved by City Council. 

The amendment, offered by Councilman Jimmie Raspberry and 
supported by John Lewkowicz, hurled its first obstacle last week 
when council unanimously approved the language. If council 
adopts the second reading , then the ordinance may gain 1 ‘emergen- 
cy status” and residents’ water and sewer bills would be decreased 
as of July 1, 1983. 

CD funds 
denied RCL, 
North LL 


How this all came about? Rasp- 
berry asked the council to insert the 
word “decrease” to the present 
ordinance which reads: “Water 
and/Sewer rates shall hereafter be 
automatically increased and pas- 
sed to the city of Romulus resi- 
dents...” 

“Since we have been handing 
down the increases” Raspberry 
said . “I believe it is also fair if we do 
the same for rate decreases, there- 
fore. I have submitted an amend- 
ment for council consideration that 
the word "decreases” be added to 
the ordinance that covers the sub- 
ject.” 

Romulus residents presently pay 
$3 69 per thousand cubic feet of wa- 
ter used and recently the City of De- 
troit, which supplies the water and 
sewer service to Romulus, 
approved a decrease in rates. The 
water rate per cubic feet is $3.30. 

In an unrelated story, attorney 
Robert E. Hammell, hired last 
week by City Council to present the 
city’s side in the controversy of the 
reportedly $1.9 million debt owed to 
the sewer debt retirement fund, is 
scheduled to meet with city officials 
today at 3 p.m. to discuss issues. 

The Attorney General’s Office 
has asked the city to offer a plan on 
how it will transfer monies owed to 
that fund before the Municipal Fi- 
nance League moves into action to 
do it for the city. 

On Thursday, at 10 a m., Ham- 
mell and city officials are to meet in 
Lansing with Regina King, assis- 
tant to the Attorney General, to dis- 
cuss the progress made on the 
transfer. 

Hammell, a municipal bond ex- 
pert, was called into the discussions 
at the 12th hour by the city's admi- 
nistration in hopes of resolving 
some of the financial problems. 

Council last night was to discuss 
dust control of county and local 
roads . David Paul . Director of Pub- 
lic Works, informed Mayor William 
Oakley that the county will chloride 
approximately three miles of roads 
one time this year and "one time 
only for a cost of approximately 
$900.” The city is asked to share in 
the cost of the program 

Paul pointed out that the roads 
included in the program include 
Hannan Road.

Gregory Heissler, a 22-year-old 
murder suspect in the death of a 
New Boston woman. Dixie Cobb, is 
scheduled for a criminal examina- 
tion today at 34th District Court in 
Romulus. 

Heissler is charged with first de- 
gree murder and criminal sexual 
conduct He was arraigned June 27 
before Judge Henry Zaborowski of 


the same court 

A criminal examination is the 
next step following arraignment 
Its purpose is to provide informa- 
tion to the judge to establish that 
there is sufficient evidence for the 
accused to stand trial 
It is possible that statements will 
be made by the accused and by wit- 
nesses, or that the entire proceed- 
ing will be waived by the accused 
In this particular case, there are 
reportedly two eyewitnesses, both 


men from Huron Township who 
police say were at the scene of the 
murder 

Dixie Cobb. 41. was slain in her 
home located near the Waltz Road 
Bridge on the Huron River early in 
the morning of June 20 
Her nude body was thrown into 
the Huron River where it was found 
by boaters later in the day about 
1 7-mile downstream 
She was last seen the day before

Judge Henry Zaborowski will 
preside at the criminal examina- 
tion today, scheduled at 9 a.m. 

If a trial is scheduled, it will be 
held at the Circuit Court in Detroit. 

Heissler is being held without 
bond in Wayne County Jail.

Tempers flare as board discusses road programs 


Members of the Wayne County Road Commission will soon 
receive a formal resolution demanding their financial 
cooperation in a program of road improvement within Can- 
ton Township 

The resolution, prepared by David Nicholson, director of 
economic growth for Canton, utilizing the input of 16 mem- 
bers of a citizens road commission, was the object of much 
discussion and some alteration by members of the Township 
Board of Trustees at the regular meeting Tuesday evening. 

Discussion began with a question from Trustee Robert 
Padget inquiring as to who would be the township designate 
named as primary liason to work with the road commission 
members to prepare the comprehensive road maintenance 
and improvement program the commission is demanding 
for Canton 

“Well it better be somebody they will deal with,” 
cautioned Township Supervisor James Poole. “It should be 
John Flodin (Township Clerk). Dave Nicholson or myself 
We’ve been talking with them and dealing with them on a 
regular basis,” he noted 

Padget noted that Nicholson was already dealing with the 
county on the Haggerty Road improvement project and 
several other items and might be overloaded Flodin sug- 
gested to the board members that Poole be named on the 
resolution .1 think it would have greater impact to name the 
chief elected official,” he commented 

That proposal met with an unsolicited reply from Gloria 
Huffman, a member of the commission who asked permis- 
sion to speak to the board on the issue. She suggested that 
Township Treasurer Maria Sterlini be named as the chief 
representative “since we are asking for financial aid.” She 
continued her explanation to the board noting that the nam- 
ing of Sterlini would free Nicholson if he were, in fact, 
overloaded and remarked that Sterlini had, “already estab- 


lished a relationship with them 

Sterlini responded noting that she would be willing to don- 
ate her time and that she would go so far as to hand carry the 
resolution to the county offices when she attended a meeting 
later in the week 

Flodin reiterated his nomination of Poole, once again stat- 
ing his position that any negotiation or resolution would have 
more impact with the naming and sanction of the chief 
elected officer of the community. 

Poole commented that naming him would not preclude 
others from speaking with members of the road commission 
staff He mentioned that the head of the DPW department 
was already in regular commuication with the county offic- 
ers as was Flodin 

The motion to name Poole as the chief designate was pas- 
sed unanimously, along with minor alterations in the text of 
the resolution 

Findings of the commission, stated in a cover letter, in- 
cluded the format for the implementation of an improve- 
ment program for the township roads, the commission, 
which includes as members both Sterlini and Trustee Carol 
Bodenmiller, suggested that the township obtain the coop- 
eration of the Wayne County Road Commission to arrive at a 
mutally acceptable agreement to improve the unpaved re- 
sidential portions of Haggerty, Lilley, Palmer. Sheldon and 
Warren Roads. That cooperation should include as much 
funding as possible for the project from the county, the com- 
mission stated 

Further, the advisory group suggested that the township 
officials seek voter approval at a special election for bonding 
the remainder of the expense for the improvement if neces- 
sary and to complete improvement of all the roads as soon as 
possible, preferably within the next two years. 

While the board members adopted the resolution and the 


commission report unanimously, the suggestion that the vo- 
ters be asked to approve a bonding program met with much 
discussion 

Padget expressed his concern that timing of the election 
would necessitate a 60-day preparation term under state law 
and that before we can go to the voters we need to know 
what we can or cannot do Timing is a problem when we can t 
possibly get a settlement from Wayne County by tomorrow,” 
he noted. 

Trustee Stephen Larson agreed and noted that if the 
township were to place a deadline for an election in the 
resolution, cooperation from the county would cease and the 
township would be in a less desirable negotiating position 
• I would rather we pursue the scenario that the board will 
pay 100 percent of the cost and take the issue to the voters,” 
Larson said 

Sterlini suggested that the township look for alternative 
financing for the improvement of the roads a long-standing 
goal often discussed at previous meetings. Her remarks 
apparently triggered the ire of both Poole and Larsen. 

Poole remarked that the grants coordinator, Terry Car- 
roll, had been actively pursuing alternative financing and 
Larsen noted that the treasurer s comments were an im- 
plication that Carroll was not properly performing his job. 

“The implication that we have a grants coordinator and 
aren't looking for funds is as ridiculous as telling a police- 
man to be on the lookout for speeders every morning . I resent 
it,” he said. 

Flodin, too, took umbrage with Sterlings remarks noting 
that he felt she had implied that the commission and Nichol- 
son had done less than their best “. . .I’d like to commend 
them,” he said. 

Sterlini commented that she had meant no slight to anyone 
concerned.

Child abuse project expands in Western Wayne County 


A two-year, federally-funded 
pilot project, using an innovative 
approach to prevent child abuse 
and neglect in Inkster, plans to ex- 
pand into other Western Wayne 
County communities as it begins its 


third year of operation. 

The communities of Wayne, 
Westland, Garden City and Taylor 
are under consideration as sites for 
a new phase of the Michigan De- 
partment of Social Services pro- 



ject, which emphasizes the orga- 
nization of community services and 
citizen participation to assist pa- 
rents whose children are victims, or 
may become victims, of child abuse 
and neglect. 

The federally-funded project, 
which began in 1981, recently con- 
cluded its pilot phase with a dinner 
in St. Clement’s Episcopal Church 
in Inkster, honoring some 100 Inks- 
ter volunteers. 

The project marshals profession- 
al and volunteer services to assist 
families under stress and to prevent 
child abuse and neglect. 

Neighbors, friends, relatives and 
local agencies support families in 
dealing with their problems, reduc- 
ing the need to place children out- 
side their homes. 

Inkster volunteers have de- 
veloped respite care centers where 
parents can learn parenting skills, 
while relieved of child care respon- 
sibilities. A personal needs closet 
with clothing and some furniture 
also is available. 

Volunteers have developed com- 
munity programs to promote 


awareness of the problem of child 
abuse and neglect. Transportation 
services also are provided. 

Inkster was selected as the loca- 
tion for the pilot project because of 
the existence of community re- 
sources that could be mobilized, 
according to Marian Gormley, pro- 
ject coordinator. The community’s 
concern for the welfare of children 
and the availability of volunteers 
willing to become involved also 
were considered, she said. The 


volunteers work with professional 
social workers from the Wayne 
County Department of Social Ser- 
vices. 

Project staff will continue to pro- 


vide consultant services to Inks- 
ter’s support network now in place. 
This network, in cooperation with 
the local DSS offices, provides ser- 
vice to troubled families in the area i ‘

GUM TALK 


Normal, healthy gum is 
usually pale pink. As your 
gum get "sick", irritated 
by bacterial plaque, it be- 
comes redder, usually 
starting in the tissue 
triangle between the teeth 
Later, if affects the gum in 
front of the tooth. 

The shape of your gum 
is olso important. Is if flat 
or thickened between the 
teeth? Are the tips en- 
larged? Does it emerge 
from between the teeth? 
This happens when the gum 
lining is irritated by bac- 
teria and their products. 
Your gum responds by 
overgrowing and enlarg- 
ing. It becomes bulky and 
somewhat forward of the 
teeth 

Perhaps your gum has 
receded and you have a 
dark space between your 


teeth that you could enter 
with a toothpick? What 
about the gum directly on 
the front of the tooth? If 
you can see a darker, yel- 
lowish-gray portion of the 
tooth, you may actually be 
looking at some of the root 
that hos been exposed by 
gum recession. Since re- 
cession may be caused by 
bad toothbrushmg habits 
OR by periodontal dis- 
ease, you had best be ex- 
amined by your dentist to 
find out why your root is 
showing.

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Huron businessman is optimistic on township’s future

Peter Glaab Jr , 45. is a New 
Boston businessman. He runs his 
own insurance business, IFP, 
and has restored various build- 
ings in the process. 

He expressed his opinions be- 
fore the Township Board recent- 
ly regarding the direction he be- 
lieves the New Boston village 
area should take. 

We have asked Glaab to dis- 
cuss his ideas here for the benefit 
of our readers. 

• • • 

The way I view this town de- 
veloping as I travel around the 
state of Michigan is that I have 
gone through so many communi- 
ties which are so neat, clean, and 
desirable I have often wondeed 
why my town wasn’t that way. 

As I come through the town I 
kind of look at it and see all the 
potential that we have here. 

We have the Huron River run- 
ning through here and other fea- 
tures that are desirable and we 
could develop a uniqueness to 
our town as well. 

And I would guess sometime 10 
or 12 years ago when I first 
opened an office in this town . . the 
more I looked at this town the 
more I realized that we had such 
great potential and something 
could be done. 

But I saw small businesses 
open up and close up, continuous 
transient type businesses when 
in fact I felt if we had more subst- 
ance to our town . if our town was 
cleaner, if it looked like some of 
jthese other towns than probably 
we would keep that business. 

So , I began to wonder why New 
Boston was so much different 
than these other communities I 
had visited. 

f And I finally boiled it down to a 
Couple of things and the number 
one thing is "attitude.” 

I just feel that the attitude in 
this community has been down

for so many years, which can 
happen to any community, that 
we really haven t looked around 
to see what we re living in, what 
we re doing . . it seems to be a lack 
of direction. 

So I thought if we could get the 
attitude right, then possibly we 
could change our town, change 
our image, change our rela- 
tionships. 

And of course that 's part of the 
reason that I did get the Apple 
Festival started four years ago, 
hoping that we could bring the 
people together at a time where 
there’s fun involved.. renew old 
relationships. Then if we could 
begin to change the attitude and 
get a more positive vein, then we 
could start to change the image 


of the community in which we 
live. 

So 1 have been working toward 
that goal. 

I saw a couple opportunities in 
town to buy dilapidated buildings 
and rehabilitate them. With the 


help of my family I was able to do 
that and enjoy doing it very 
much because I could see step- 
by-step the image of the town 
chancing. 

As I saw that I then appealed to 
the school to get some of the 


counselors involved with me and 
to get some of the high school 
children together and we would 
approach various people in the 
community to clean up. fix up. 
paint up. or whatever, and then 
these individuals, businessmen 
or homeowners would make a 
contribution say to the school 
fund to help the school children. 

And I thought we could accom- 
plish a couple of things : one is we 
could get the town cleaned up. 
painted up; two. people would 
see something in a positive way 
taking place; and three, hopeful- 
ly teach these young people it is 
important to be proud of yourself 
and have a good self-image. 

Well, we tore down a couple of 
old dilapidated garages, painted 
a few buildings, cleaned up the 
streets and that 's where it kind of 
ended. And 1 have to take blame 
for that partly because I realize 
that in order to get the significant 
changes completed it takes 
someone so dedicated that they 
stay with it all the time until the 
job is done. 

So as I look at areas right near 
by us, like Plymouth, Northville, 
and a few other communities, 
I ve seen the changes that have 
taken place in those areas, 
beautiful changes, to the point 
that when you drive through 
them you have a real good feel- 
ing It’s kind of unique. 

And it makes me want that 
kind of atmosphere in this com- 


munity even more. Now, there 
are other people besides Pete 
Glaab who are interested in this 
1 feel a little bit remiss that I 
haven’t made a real concerted 
effort to get all of these people 
together at one time as a group 
that share the same interest be- 
cause I know if we did that we 
really could make change. 

At this point with the help of the 
Chamber of Commerce and a 
few other interested people in the 
community, we could get the 
program off the ground 
1 made some remarks at a 
community board meeting re- 
cently and the message that I 
was trying to get across at that 
time was that in all the years that 
I have lived in this community 
I’ve never seen our Township 
Board ever take the lead to affect 
change that is noticeable. 

We have been going for years 
over the same old things — the 
water problems, the sewer prob- 
lems, the construction problems 
and so on and so forth and all it 
seems we have been dealing with 
over the years is problems in a 
negative way. 

And when we did have various 
programs such as “clean up’’ 
and “fix up” and so on, I didn’t 
feel that the Township Board, re- 
gardless of who was on the 
Board, really got behind the 
efforts in any total sense. 

So that was the basis for some

WIC food program 

Federal funds made available 
to help feed women, children 


Senate Majority Leader William 
Faust (D-Westland) has announced 
that Michigan's Women, Infants 
and Children (WIC) Supplemental 
Food Program will receive addi- 
tional federal funding to permit 
many more low to moderate income 
mothers and children to benefit 
from the program. 

The Michigan program, which is 
funded through the U S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, will receive an 
additional $3.7 million under the 
Federal Jobs Bill, allowing 30,000 
more persons to be enrolled. Appro- 
ximately 90,000 mothers and chil- 
dren in Michigan are currently par- 
ticipating 


“This is a very beneficial prog- 
ram designed to help low to moder- 
ate income mothers and children up 
to five years old who. because of 
inadequate nutrition, are at risk of 
complications of pregnancy or poor 
growth and development,” Faust 
said. I would urge everyone who 
thinks they may qualify to make ap- 
plication to participate in the WIC 
Program at the Wayne County 
Health Department at Wayne Coun- 
ty General Hospital in Westland.” 

State health officials have indi- 
cated that because of Michigan’s 
economic climate and high unem- 
ployment levels there are probably 
thousands of women and children 
who need and qualify for this prog- 


Unistrut plans are on hold 


No conclusion has been reached 
to date on the prospects of closing 
Elizabeth Street in Wayne for a 
proposed $4 million expansion of the 
Unistrut Corp. 

City Engineer Ralph Magid said 
Monday that Williams Street is 
being considered as an alternate 
route should Elizabeth be closed in 
a one-block area between the Con- 
rail railroad tracks and Clinton 
Street. Unistrut officials requested 
the street closing last fall to allow 
for a 70.000-square foot expansion 


Unistrut officials hope to correct 
an inefficient system of material 
handling by connecting the com- 
pany’s two buildings located on the 
east and west side of Elizabeth An 
expansion across the street would 
save the company an estimated 
$300,000 annually, according to Un- 
istrut officials. 

A consultant’s study of the situa- 
tion. which has included interviews 
with nearby residents and business 
owners, now centers t .i the usage of 
Williams. The feasibility study was 
launched in January.

of my remarks at a meeting re- 
cently. not to chastise the Board 
but to make them aware and 
hopefully to think back with me 
or take a look at it from my pers- 
pective that the Township Board 
really is a necessary group to 
affect change. 

And I think they have to be 
positive and I think we have an 
opportunity at this time to pick 
up a couple of vacant buildings in 
town (Glenn Buildings) which 
unfortunately increase the num- 
ber of vacant or dilapidated 
buildings in our community, and 
we have some government 
money available and the 
Township operation itself needs 
more room 

There's just no question about 
it. They need more room. Our 
police department is working 
under very adverse conditions. I 
feel the same about our DPW and 
so on. 

I feel that the price on the par- 
ticular buildings, their location 
on the main street, the accessi- 
bility from two streets, would 
make the purchase a wise deci- 
sion. especially with the poten- 
tial federal grant money that's 
available. 

So with that in mind I feel it is 
an opportunity to take a couple of 
buildings right in the center of 
our town and really fix them up 
in a very, nice appealing 
way., tear down a couple of older 
buildings on the street and if we 
make this kind of significant 
move, I think that the commun- 
ity will feel that there is some- 
thing positive really happening . . . 

The total picture that I have 
and what I envision in this com- 
munity is, again, let's say some- 
thing like Northville, and some 
other towns. 

That is, the brick sidewalks, 
the accent street lighting, res- 
tored buildings, which would en- 
courage people to open up bouti- 
ques and little specialized res- 
taurants and that type of thing. 

And I feel that the town is that 
size that we can affect change. A 
lot of communities get so large 
that it is very difficult to affect 
change.

Included in our assortment of mail when we returned from a trip to 
Lost Lake Woods recently was an impressive-looking letter, the re- 
turn address reading: The American Institute for Cancer Research. 
Washington, D.C. 

Its innards revealed a 3*/2-page single-spaced letter to ‘ Dear 
Friend’ ’ and another page with the head “1983 Census on Diet and 
Breast Cancer.*' 

At long last , I told myself, someone cares enough to seek out us gals 
who, because of heredity and fibrocystic breast disease, are potential 
candidates for the dreaded illness. I’d figured that somehow the 
Institute had gotten my name from my doctor since I’m among the 
many who have twice-yearly visits, exams and periodical mammo- 
grams, biopsies and aspirations. 

The letter starts out with the shattering statistics that one out of 
every 1 1 women will get breast cancer ( BC) during her lifetime ; that 
an estimated 90 percent will have to have one or both breasts re- 
moved— and another 28 percent will eventually die from the disease. 

Not statements anyone cares to read since, once learned, those 
facts have a way of sticking in your memory ; but it might be well to 
shake us all up once in awhile. 

I went on to read that a “way to prevent and even control BC may 
be on the horizon since several studies have shown there is a strong 
relationship between what you eat and the chances of getting BC: 
that diet may be responsible for up to 60 percent of the cancer in 
women today." 

That certainly was an attention-grabber since any of us (with will 
power and perseverance, of course ) could manage to control what we 
eat ! I d already been told to limit my caffeine intake so have had to ax 
tea, coffee, colas, certain medicinal tablets and, most painfully, 
chocolate from my diet. 

The letter continued : “This is why it’s so very important for you to 
Fill out and return the enclosed census form When we receive your 
answers we will send you a free analysis of the good things in your 
diet that may help you prevent breast cancer — as well as foods you 
may wish to cut down on." 

in addition,” it went on. “your census answers combined with 
those of other women will help us here at the American Institute of 
Cancer Research put together a “profile” of some of the eating habits 
of American women which can provide cancer researchers with 
invaluable clues in their search for the link between diet and breast 
cancer. So — PLEASE — use the enclosed postage paid envelope to 


return your completed census today." 

Then it goes on for two more pages with such impressive state- 
ments as: in California we (AICR) are helping to fund experiments 
into how Vitamin C may help prevent BC ; in Texas we are helping to 
fund another project where special protein derivatives are being 
used to treat BC ; we are supporting a researcher who has tested the 
effects of the mineral selenium on laboratory mice with BC. And so 
far, 80 to 90 percent of the selenium-treated mice have been able to 
totally resist the effects of breast cancer." 

The letter then begins to get redundant but eventually narrows 
down to how many thousands of dollars are spent getting this project 
underway. Naturally, the Institute wants money but with such poten- 
tial for a cure, a few dollars donated certainly wouldn’t hurt and 
surely would help this wonderful cause. Reading on, I found that, 
along with the money requested, was the continual reminder that I 
“could be among that 60 percent whose diet could cause BC; that, 
don't forget, one out of every 11 women in the US. will get BC; that 
thousands die from this dread disease — and many more thousands 
have their breasts removed because of breast cancer." 

“Can we count on you to help us with this vitally important pro- 
ject?" the concluding paragraphs ask “Can we count on you to 
return your completed 1983 Census on Diet and Breast Cancer along 
with your tax deductible gift of $5. $10 or more 9 " 

“Because,” it concludes, “unless we receive additional funding, 
we will have to cancel many of the projects we are supporting " 

I was ready to fill out that important questionnaire right then and 
there and to include my check for further research (even thought 
there was an unneccesary P S. reminding me again that 60 percent of 
the cancer in women may be caused by diet.) 

Now — for the all-important form which lists all of TEN questions 
And, remember, they offered to send me a free diet analysis when I 
returned it (along with my donation, don’t forget ) 

I d be amazed if anyone at that institute could tell anything ( I don’t 
already know) from my answers to the following few, “diet” ques- 
tions 

Here’s the gist of it all: 

(1) Do you eat red meat (steak, roast beef, etc.) at least three 
times a week 9 

(2) What kind of vitamin supplements do you take 9 

(3) Are you a vegeterian? 

(4) Do you smoke cigarettes? 

(5) Do you have over three alcoholic drinks per day 9 

(6) How many cups of coffee do you drink every day? 

(7) Which of the following foods do you eat at least three times per 
month 9 Sausage, bacon, ham, cold cuts, bologna, hot dogs, none of 
the above 

(8) Have you ever had breast cancer 9 

(9 ) Have you ever discovered a lump on your breast that was found 
to be non-cancerous 9 


(10) Have any of your blood relatives had breast cancer? 

That's it! That all-important census that’s going to contribute to 
that diet-link to cancer. Ten questions, four of which have nothing to 
do with food ! 

Where are the queries about vegetables, breads, pork, veal, poul- 
try, fish, fruits, soft drinks, pasta, dairy products, desserts, snack 
foods, etc., etc., etc.? 

What about the way in which they are prepared: fried, broiled, 
boiled, sauted, roasted, grilled, steamed? Or not prepared; raw? 
How about the spices, herbs, flavorings we add 9 If our fruits and 
vegetables are home-grown or store-bought ; if our meats and poultry 
are locally raised or mass-produced ; if eggs come direct from small- 
scale sellers or are production-line species. There are dozens of other 
questions to be asked. 

I am angry! Angry because this is a sham! And I am deeply 
concerned with the facts they (the AICR) kept pounding away at in 
that letter. I am concerned because my maternal grandmother had a 
mastectomy, that I need special exams, that I have three daughters 
who’ll eventually need to think of their heredity, that cancer scares 
the living hell out of me; that the postage-paid, self-addressed en- 
velope is for my check; that they don’t give a hoot about that inane 
“census”, that a lot of women are going to be taken by all that 
“concern" by the researchers 

A lot of us women, who’ve compared notes on lump-ridden breasts 
and our results, have felt all along that what the public is eating 
these days probably is a factor in many cancers. The concensus has 
been, however, that it's the preservatives, additives and other gar- 
bage we’re buying, cooking and consuming that are the culprits 

The whole heartbreaking cancer problem has made me wonder 
just why every doctor who sees cancer victims and potential victims 
isn’t armed with legitimate census forms with in-depth questions; 
ones that patients would be only too eager to fill out and return (at 
their own expense) to truly concerned groups of researchers That 
way, not only what we ingest but how we go about doing it (casually, 
regimentally, formally, quietly, boisterously, indifferently) and the 
life styles we lead, where we live and work and the whole kit and 
caboodle could be analyzed 

I. for one, would be not only happy but eager to donate to such a 
worthwhile study Just don’t send me a bunch of crapola about want 
ing to know about my diet and then never even get to the basics I 
often wonder about the cancer societies I do help and why more isn’t 
being done 9 Have you ever been polled about cancer 9 1 think we have 
the answers if only someone would bother to collect them

organisms. If place in 
direct sun, they may 
become sunburned. 
Windstorms, animals 
and vandals may dam- 
age them, and thieves 
may steal them. 
Plants tend to dry out 
quickly outdoors and 
may wilt and die if 
neglected. Plants that 
are placed in a shaded, 
protected spot and 
provided with plenty 
of water and fertilizer 
will probably grow 
vigorously. This may 
mean that they’ll need 
reppoting before 
they’re brought in- 
doors in the fall. If you 
have many plants and 
must buy pots and pot- 
ting soil for them, this 
could be expensive as 
well as time con- 
suming. 

Q. What causes 
tomatoes to crack? 

A. Two types of 


cracks develop in 
tomatoes. Concentric 
cracking occurs 
around the top of the 
tomato. Such cracks 
are usually shallow 
and harm only the 
appearance of the 
fruits. Radial crack- 
ing, which starts at the 
stem and cuts into the 
shoulders of the fruit, 
opens the tomatoes to 
damage from molds 
and insects. Tomatoes 
become more suscep- 
tibel to cracking as 
they near maturity. 
Then a sudden change 
in soil moisture from 
dry to wet can cause 
the fruits literally to 
burst out of their 
skins. Watering to 
minimize fluctuations 
in soil moisture and 
buying crack- 
resistant varieties are 
your best strategies to 
avoid problems with 
cracking.

SALAD PUFFS 

2 servings 

Picture two egg salad sandwiches 
covered with a custard mixture and 
then baked. If that's a little hard to 
picture, try them. They’re unusual, 
but undeniably good. 

3 tablespoons mayonnaise or 
dairy sour cream 

1 teaspoon instant minced onion 

Vi teaspoon seasoned salt 

Vi teaspoon lemon juice 

2 hard-cooked eggs, sliced 

V* cup finely chopped celery 

3 tablespoons chopped cooked 
ham 

4 slices day-old bread 

Butter 

2 eggs 

Vi cup milk 

3 drops hot pepper sauce 

Parsley, optional 

In small bowl blend together 
mayonnaise, onion, salt and lemon 
juice. Reserve 2 center egg slices 
for garnish. Chop remaining eggs. 
Stir chopped eggs, celery and ham 
into mayonnaise mixture. Set 
aside. Trim crusts from bread, if 
desired. Butter I side of each slice. 
Place 1 slice of bread, buttered-side 
down, in each of two l'-i-cup shallow 
baking dishes or pans (5x5xl'/2-inch 
work well.) or place 2 slices in 
8V / 2X4 l /2X2 l /i-inch loaf dish or pan.

Less than one month ago the Westland City Council approved 
the city’s 1983 budget, its new game plan for better living 
through sound fiscal practices. Within hours of its approval, 
Mayor Charles Pickering had indicated that while he had some 
concern about some of the council's decisions he would live with 
the budget as approved. 

Less than a month ago it appeared that some form of sanity 
had returned to the city, that the mayor and council had put 
behind them the bad blood of fiscal 1982 for the betterment of 
the community. 

That apparently will not be the case, after the mayor fired the 
opening salvo in what appears to be the "Battle of the Budget 
1983". In the waning moments of fiscal 1982 he announced that 
because of the severe constraints put on the Fire Department in 
the budget, one fire station would be closed, alternating between 
two of the city's four stations, when manning dropped below 15 
men per shift. 

The mayor in making his announcement contended that the 
council's decision on that department s budget showed its lack of 
concern for the health, safety and welfare of residents and was a 
way of getting even with the fire fighters who supported the 
mayor in the 1981 election. 

To determine that a department cannot live within its budget 
even before that budget went into effect shows a lack of creative 
management and is akin to the little boy who cried wolf. It also 
reeks of political overtones. If the mayor is so concerned about 
the residents’ health, safety and welfare, then why hasn't he 
showed interest in the staffing levels at the Police Department? 
The last time we looked they were an integral part of the health, 
safety and welfare routine. 

That department has dealt with low staffing levels for years 
and has been able to do its job efficiently and effectively in spite 
of budget constraints. In fact, through a bit of creative 
management it was able to clean up Hines Park last spring and 
keep overtime costs down. 

The mayor claims vindictiveness against fire fighters, but we 
think otherwise. It is more of a case of over-protectiveness on his 
part. The fire fighters were heavy Pickering supporters in the 
last city election, and since the mayor took office , they have been 
afforded considerations not extended other city departments. 

At a time when the city could il afford it, promotions within the 
department came at break neck speed. Hirings came just as 
quickly, slowed only briefly by the lack of a hiring list. In other 
city departments, promotions were few, if any, and most vacan- 
cies went unfilled. 

It appears to us that the mayor's most recent announcement is 
meant more to embarrass the council and stir the pot of discon- 
tentment in the community than anything else. 

Campaign rhetoric has not place in the day-to-day operations 
of the city, and it is sad that a department as important to the 
welfare of residents as the fire department has allowed itself 
to become embroiled in politics, as much as it has. It is time for 
the mayor to get to the business at hand, managing the city, and 
leave the politics to after hours. 

It is unfair to the residents of Westland to be used as pawns in a 
game of chess that has no winners. It is also unfair to all parties 
concerned to cry wolf when there is no wolf. Westland managed 
to protect its residents with less than four fire stations before. 
The closing of one temporarily is not a cause for alarm. It is 
better to have three adequately staffed than to have four under- 
staffed. 

Water rate change 

He needed an ordinance to do it, but Romulus Councilman 
Jimmie Raspberry mustered enough support to push through a 
key resolution that inevitably is going to have a crucial effect on 
how the city does business in the future. 

What Mr. Raspberry did last week was to make sure that if the 
city receives any decreases in its water and sewer rates from 
Detroit, those rates would also reflect on the local consumers' 
bills. 

The present ordinance 
states that if rates are in- 
creased. they are automati- 
cally handed down to the con- 
sumer Now. if those rates 
are decreased they automati- 
cally will be lowered. 

The nemesis of many admi- 
nistration programs that call 
for increased spending, Mi- 
Raspberry s and his proposal 
are right on target Tax- 
payers are sick and tired of 
seeing rates climb higher and 
higher while city officials 
argue that there is nothing 
we can do about it. 

Romulus residents should 
be happy they have someone 
watching each dollar and 
cent that comes into the city 's

Editorial feedback 

More is at stake at WCGH 
that meets the eye 


County Commissioner Kay Beard s column 
last week, headlined “County Commission shall 
provide WCGH’s operation, charter says,” con- 
tains certain distortions and omissions which 
require public discussion. 

Commissioner Beard would lead the public to 
believe that the ordinance I have proposed con- 
cerning Wayne County General Hospital is not 
before the County Commissioners for considera- 
tion. 

My proposed ordinance has been brought to 
the attention of each and every Commissioner, 
was discussed at the special meeting of the Hu- 
man Resources Committee on June 1. 1983 and 
will be formally offered as a substitute for the 
Beard ordinance. 

1 believe it is safe to say that Commissioner 
Beard s Hospital Ordinance, if adopted, will be 
vetoed by the County Executive. 

In the event that veto were over ridden, I be- 
lieve the ordinance would be challenged in court 
as being in violation of the new County Charter 
and the County Charter Act passed by the state 
legislature. 

The new Wayne County Charter is governed 
by the County Home Rule Act, and the powers 
granted by the County Charter must be provided 
for by the County Charter Act. 

The County Charter Act expressly provides 
that the administration of the County shall be 
under the control of the County Executive. 
Under Commissioner Beard s ordinance, which 
is a product of a strained interpretation of the 
Charter, the County Commission, through its 
Board of Institutions, would have exclusive con- 
trol over the hospital. The County Executive 
would not even sign the pay checks. 

I suspect the Charter Commission which 
wrote the Charter and the people of Wayne 
County who voted for the Charter, would be 
shocked to think that the operation of Wayne 
County General Hospital would be under the ex- 
clusive domain of the County Commission and 
its appointees. 

The commission form of Government which 
has ruled Wayne County General Hospital has 
proven to be a failure The hospital has an 
annual deficit in excess of $10,000,000 It seems 
incredible to think that the County Executive 
would be responsible for unifying the manage- 
ment of the County but would be unable to 
address any cost saving measures to the hospit- 
al Such a bizzare interpretation of the Charter 
not only runs contrary to the express language 
ofthe County Charter Act and the Charter, but is 
contrary to fundamental principles of good gov- 
ernment 

The whole purpose ofthe new Charter was to 
provide for unification of the management of the 


County under a single person, accountable to all 
the people of Wayne County. Unless we give the 
Executive the tools to do the job then it would not 
be proper to hold him accountable for the condi- 
tion of the county. 

It is unfortunate that certain Commissioners, 
unhappy with the fact that Bill Lucas is the 
County Executive, would seek to undermine the 
County Executive’s power and authority In 
doing so, they destroy the office of County Ex-, 
ecutive. 

In these formative years of the new County 
Charter it is important to remember that the 
integrity of the office of County Executive must 
be maintained. If the office of County Executive 
is destroyed for Bill Lucas it is destroyed for all 
future County Executives including those that 
might enjoy the favor of those Commissioners 
who do not care for Bill Lucas. 

It is my hope, that 
the ordinance finally 
adopted by the Com- 
mission. with respect 
to the operation of 
Wayne County Gener- 
al Hospital, will be an 
ordinance in tune with 
the people and the 
Charter. I have re- 
ceived resolutions of 
support for such an 
ordinance from Huron 
Township and the City 
of Woodhaven and 
have received favor- 
able comments and 
expect similar resolu- 
tions from Council- 
men from the Cities of 
Taylor. Wayne and 
Allen Park to mention 
a few 

The ordinance proposed by Commissioner 
Beard, if adopted, will insure the demise of 
Wayne County general Hospital by casting in 
stone, past bad administrative practices. The 
ability of the County Executive to manage the 
County ’s debt will be substantially eroded The 
ability ofthe County Executive to unify the man- 
agement of County Government will be des- 
troyed. 

1 urge the people of Wayne County to impress 
upon their County Commissioners their views on 
the proposed hospital ordinance

Films teaming two great come- 
dians are a dime a dozen, and more 
often than naught the result is an 
interminable flop — “The Survi- 
vors," starting Walter Matthau and 
Robin Williams is a good example 
of this.

The coupling of Dan Aykroyd and 
Eddie Murphy is a natural one; 
both have the same background —

and Herschel Weingrod have come 



up with a top-notch script, and 
Director John Landis is absolutely 
Capra-like.

Basically, "Trading Palces" is 
an old-fashioned story updated for 
today’s world Aykroyd is Louis 
Winthorpe III, a top executive in a 
brokerage firm, and Murphy is Bil- 
ly Ray Valentine, a down-and-outer 
who does things like pretend he’s 
crippled to get money for pencils. 

But, because of a cruel scheme 
between the (boo! hiss!)

My all-time heroes

With all the intricate scouting re- 
ports used by the big league teams 
nowadays these stories probably 
couldn't happen. 

With the advent of computers, 
most francises base their draft 
choices on about six or seven diffe- 
rent categories, but back in 1944 
with World War II raging, a father 
and his 17-year-old son took a trip 
from St. Thomas, Pa down to 
Frederick, Md where the Phi- 
ladelphia Athletics were training 
for the coming season 

The truck rambled into the de- 
lapidated Blue Ridge League park 
and Mr. Fox introduced his son Nel- 
lie (who was smoking a cigar) to 
Connie Mack the A s manager and 
told him his son Nellie was a ball 
player. 

Never one to turn down an offer 
that sounded crazy to everyone 
else, Mr. Mack gave the half-grown 
kid a uniform and launched Nelson 
Fox on his baseball career. 

They kept him a few weeks and 
then he was sent to the minors to 
"hone up." He was down in the 
minors for 7-years with stops at 
Lancaster, Jamestown, and Lin- 
coln. Neb. He resurfaced in 1949 hit- 
ting .255 for the Athletics that year 


performing as a journeyman in- 
fielder. 

The next year he was traded to 
the Chicago White Sox and his first 
year hit .247. 

In 1951 his coaches made him go 
to a "bottle” type bat and changed 
the way he made the pivot at second 
base so he could get the throw to 
first on double plays a little faster. 

He loved to play and suddenly 
blossomed into the best second 
baseman in the American League, 
hitting .313 and making the All- 
Star team that year He was like a 
little rooster on the field always 
chirping and keeping everyone 
“up.” He would chase anyone and 
everyone out of the batting cage if 
they tried to sneak in an extra cut. 

In spring training he got a tooth 
knocked out and was found later at 
a restaurant eating a steak. 

“Just testing” he said "They're 
little loose but I can make it to Octo- 
ber before repairs are needed." 

One thing he didn’t discuss was 
his weight which was listed as 160 
but was more like 145 as he stood all 
of 5'7 inches tall. 

Without that irrepressable drive 
he wouldn't have made it and he is 
indeed an inspiration to all the "lit- 
tle” guys out there who aspire to be 
big league ballplayers. 

The other ballplayer ironically 


also played for Connie Mack at Phi- 
ladelphia He was a 57 inch. 140 
pound pitcher named Bobby 
Shantz. 

Connie Mack signed Shantz for 
the price of a $1.25 bus ticket from 
Pottstown, Pa. and he made his de- 
but in an exhibition game against 
the Tigers in 1949. 

He hurled nine innings of no-hit 
ball in relief against the Detroit 
team and was on his way. 

However, it was 1951 before he 
really made it big In his one brief 
inning in the All-Star game he made 
13 pitches and struck out Whitey 
Lockman, Jackie Robinson and 
Stan Musial. He went on to post a 
24-7 record in 1952, leading the 
league in victories and averaging 
just 1 walk per game. 

In addition he was second in 
strikeouts with 52 and second in 
complete games with 27; he was 
third in earned run averages with 
2; 48; and fourth in innings pitched, 
280. He was a unanimous choice for 
the American League's M.V.P 

In September of 1952 his left arm 
was shattered by a pitch and he nev- 
er fully achieved success after that 
but still remains in the hearts of all 
Philadelphia fans. So there you are 
my two all time heroes.
